COUNTER ATTACK 

Q l’m renovating my kitchen, hut I don’t have enough budget for a 
marble or granite countertop. Can I use tiles instead? What color 
or pattern can I use? —Jen, Marikina City 

You can use tiles for your new kitchen countertop, especially if you 
are trimming down on construction costs. Get the bigger-sized tiles 
(80x80cm and 60x1 20cm sizes) in order to minimize joints in between 
tiles. This will mean fewer areas to apply grout on, which will mean 
there are less parts that dirt will adhere to. There are tiles available 
at our local home depots ranging from P500 to P800 (for the 80x80cm) 
and P900 to PI, 500 (for the 60xl20cm size). These have various printed 
designs that resemble marble, granite, travertine, and the like. 



Q Are there stylish 
kitchen appliances 
and utensils out there? 
Where can I find them? 
—Mae, Caloocan City 

/ We do have stylish, 
streamlined 
appliances in the 
market. Affordable 
brands such as LG, 

GE Appliances, and 
Samsung have sleeker 
designs in their mid- 
to high-end lines.

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repainted the walls with different shades of gray. “I love 
gray, and I couldn’t choose which shade I wanted so I 
used them all,” says Paola with a laugh. 

The area that went through the most renovation was 
the kitchen, which is all-white. Originally, it was partially 
hidden from view by a wall. This not only made the 
kitchen smaller, but also restricted the space for a bigger 
refrigerator. So Paola had the wall torn down and, on the 
other side of the kitchen, installed a counter big enough 
for baking prep work. This ended up being her business 
headquarters: Paola runs Mommy Treats, a company 
that makes lactation snacks for breastfeeding mommies 
(mommytreats.com.ph). An entire shelving unit was 
custom-made, too, to accommodate Paola’s convection 
oven, microwave oven, and double sink.

Just a few steps away from the kitchen is the dining 
area, with its chairs and oval table from EDIA. The table 
used to sit in a circular area in Paola’s old apartment. 
“Now that it’s here, in the middle of a rectangular area, it 
looks a little off,” says Paola, “but it still works for us. It’s 
just the right size.” 

Across the dining area is the “home office,” composed 
of a console from Our Home, a chair (also from Our 
Home), and a desktop computer. “It looks super neat now, 
but see those two black boxes under the table?” asks 
Paola. “All my clutter is in there.” 

Not that you would notice any clutter, because 
something else steals attention: an attractive rubber 
branch from Landmark.

T he sea plays a focal role in Ashley Maddox’s home — and not 
only because it features a 180-degree view of the Atlantic 
Ocean. Each of the upstairs rooms has been painted to match 
the spectrum of coastal blues and greens that the family has 
seen since their arrival in South Africa. 

“When we bought the house, it was all white everywhere,” recalls 
Ashley, standing in her bright turquoise bedroom. “It was very stark with 
big, white, pouffy. Shabby Chic-type couches. You can create so much 
personality just with color.” 

The cerulean shade in the master bedroom, for instance, was inspired 
by a studio visit to South African artist Paul Senyol (a large painting of 
his hangs in the entrance hallway downstairs). “From France, before we 
moved here, I was looking for inspiration in South African design, and 
there were two artists that I really loved — one was Paul and one was 
Andrzej Urbanski. I had no idea that not only are they both in Cape Town, 
but they’re represented by the same gallery. They’ve exhibited together 
and they’re best friends. And I found them from totally different sources,” 
Ashley narrates. 

Interior walls in the larger guest bedroom overlooking the ocean are 
more of a stormy blue, which is an appropriate choice considering the 
adjacent door that opens to a balcony and the sound of the roaring waves. 

Further down the hall, on the landing, hangs a photograph by Karine 
Faval of two girls in the water in France. It was a wedding present from 
Ashley to her husband “in honor of taking the plunge.” The family lived in 
France with their daughters a few years back. 

Downstairs, the porthole windows on the front door and in the 
kitchen carry a nautical theme, as do the patterned, handmade Moroccan 
tiles featuring a looping blue line up the outside of the house. Fong-time

crazy-fun with prints while keeping 
your tableau from looking silly 

1 . Hold it together. Have a 
unifying element — color, shape, or 
theme. Polka dots mix well with 
rose-printed fabric because the 
dots pick up the shape of the roses. 
Meanwhile, checks and leopard 
rarely work together as they are 
too different from each other. 

2 . Have a solid support. Ground 
your tableau by throwing in a 
few pieces in solid colors that go 
in harmony with the rest. If you re 
going big on patterned pillows, 
your canvas should be a plain sofa. 

3. Contrast and complement. 
Know which colors go well 
together. Play with the size of 
the prints and patterns to create 
contrast (e.g.. Chevron stripes 
and small dots). Veer away 
from mixing overly graphic and 
big prints, such as damask and 
houndstooth. 

4. Tell a story. Working with 
patterns is like telling a story in 
layers. Start with one pattern and 
build it up with more patterns 
along the way. In the end, it will 
make perfect sense. 

5. Provide a focal point. Use a mix 
of patterns in one area and have 
one item that just pops out but holds 
all the rest together. For example, a 
kidney pillow can finish the look of 
coordinated bed linen.

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friends Samuel and Caitlin Dowe-Sandes of Marrakech-based 
Popham Design gave the family the tiles as a house-warming 
present, which were pieced together like a giant unwieldy 
puzzle by the family (“It took us forever,” Ashley admits). 

Even the floors were buckling like a tidal wave when they 
moved in. Now flat as a lake, on top sits an assortment of items 
sourced from all over Africa. “If it’s not African of some sort, 
it’s French — all the French stuff we brought with us.” 

To complement the vintage wicker and lighting from 
France, Ashley made a conscious effort to find things that 
were created by hand somewhere in Africa: the tiles and 
carpets and the Fez Pom Pom blankets are from Morocco; the

grass and leather woven carpets are from Mauritania; 
baskets are from Zambia and Kenya and Uganda; shells 
are from Madagascar; wax fabrics are from the Ivory 
Coast; a vintage headdress is from Nigeria. Mixed 
in with these are chairs, carpets, and throws from 
Malawi; glassware from Swaziland; plates, bowls, beach 
towels and linen from South Africa; and a pink feather 
headdress from Cameroon. 

“All the color and the pizzazz are from here. I prefer 
living with things that have a bit of a soul — things that are 
simple and well-designed and have a little story to them.” She 
mentions the hand-woven basket in the one bathroom as an 
example. “A handmade wastepaper basket is an impossible 
luxury in Paris, unless it’s been imported from Africa.” 

When Ashley was an undergraduate student at 
Princeton University, her African politics professor 
mentioned the “African bug”: some people were just 
bitten by it, he said. And so it was for Ashley when she 
visited South Africa for the first time to observe its 
first democratic elections in 1994. “It was the most life- 
changing experience,” she says. 

After graduation, she returned to South Africa as a 
Fulbright Scholar for almost two years. She lived in Camps 
Bay — a coastal suburb down the road from her current 
neighborhood — but Bakoven was her favorite spot, and she 
returned in the intervening years for holidays there. 

Mutual friends introduced Ashley to her husband when 
they were both living in Fos Angeles. Then the couple moved to 
Paris for a six-year stint, where they established a portfolio of 
stylish rental apartments under the banner of “Where I’d Stay.” 
“A lot of things magically came to a close at the end of 2014, 
and that’s when we decided that we should go have this great 
adventure,” she says. So they left Paris on the darkest night of 
the year and landed in Cape Town, in the middle of summer, 
“our eyes blinking like the moles in The Wind in the Willows” 

It was to be a fun and stylish adventure, indeed. RF

1 . Distribute indoor plants 
in corners. Nothing speaks 
of the tropics better than 
well-placed indoor plants. 
]ust make sure to pick 
plants that are indeed bred 
for the indoors. Plants that 
need lots of direct sunlight 
won t do. 

2 . Use native materials. 

"I gave the space a tropical 
vibe through the use of 



abaca baskets, woven rugs, 
and jute sacks,” says Ben. 
Perhaps use a banig instead 
of a fabric rug. And if you 
don t like outside shoes on 
your floors, let your guests 
use abaca slippers instead 
of the usual cloth slippers. 

3. Put in some pop culture 
references. To make the TV 
room homier, Ben placed a 
bowl of Choc-Nut (a 
favorite Pinoy sweet) on 
the coffee table. References 
to Pinoy places — such as 
postcard and local maga- 
zines — would also work. 

4. Display Pinoy coffee 
table books. Attractive 
coffee table books on 
Palawan, TToli art, and 
other Filipino-centric topics 
set the tone of the home to 
local shores. 



W ho would have thought that a Scandinavian- 
themed home with apparent Francophile 
elements set in a tropical country would 
work out beautifully? 

“My clients wanted a bright, hip, and 
spacious home,” says interior designer Ben Nasayao. “They also 
expressed their love for Scandinavian spaces, so I made the space 
like it is.” But there was to be an additional theme. Ben’s clients. 
Carlo and Rica Buenaflor, also asked Ben to turn their unit into a 
haven for Francophiles. “We love anything French,” says Carlo. 
“Because what’s not to love?” 

The result is a cozy 52-sqm unit done in gray and white, “with 
French references scattered all throughout the unit,” Ben adds. 

What serves as a foyer is a simple white bench underneath a 
round mirror suspended by a leather strap and a gigantic framed 
letter “R,” Ben’s version of a high-five to Rica’s father Ricardo, 
the unit’s owner. A few feet away is another cozy lounging area 
composed of an armchair from Our Home made even more 
comfortable with H&M pillows adorned with French phrases. A 
macrame wall hanging, handmade by Ben, softens the corner. 

Just across is the dining area. “A serious-looking and stiff dining 
area was the last thing I wanted my clients to have,” says Ben. “So 
I opted to use a bench to make it more casual and cozy.” Making up 
the rest of the area is a wooden dining set from SM Home. One of the 
biggest nods to Francophiles in the space is a four-piece map of 16^^ 
century Paris from Mav Furniture mounted on the wall. 

At the other end of the room, enjoying an unobstructed view 
of Makati CBD, is the TV room/guest room. This is where the 
Scandinavian theme joins hands with French references. Framed 
photos of a wolf and a Scandinavian house hang over the sectional 
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“We originally thought to turn this room into a walled- 
off guest room,” says homeowner Carlo Buehaflor. 
“But we realized having two bedrooms sharing just 
one bathroom would be inconvenient. Also, a wall 
would just make the space look even smaller.” So the 
glass walls and sliding door were retained, allowing 
natural light from the floor-to-ceiling window to flood 
in. Get a similar light fixture from Urban Abode,

couch. Taped to the opposite wall, above the TV console, 
are pieces of paper with Ben’s monochromatic sketches 
and drawings, plus a passage in French. “I wanted it to look 
personal and understated,” says Ben of his drawings and 
sketches. “I wanted to put something out of the ordinary 
and quirky.” 

Speaking of quirky, the first thing youTl see in the 
bathroom — off the bedroom — is a shower curtain with an 
elephant print. It certainly makes for the perfect conversation 
starter inside the otherwise minimalist bathroom. 

Meanwhile, Ben fitted the bedroom with regular-size 
pieces — something that may seem counterintuitive, but it 
actually worked. “I love designing small spaces. There’s this 
certain challenge to make... all the pieces fit,” says the designer. 

Because of the time crunch — Ben had only four weeks 
to design the whole unit — they couldn’t have pieces 
custom-made to make them easier to fit in the tight spaces. 
They had to settle for store-bought items. After making 
countless measurements, Ben finally found a queen-size 




bed from SM Home that fit perfectly and even left enough 
space for side tables that were also bought from SM. “It 
amazed me every time a delivery of a piece of furniture 
would arrive. All the pieces fit perfectly like a glove,” says 
Ben. “All the store-hopping and measuring were worth it.” 
The space that received the least amount of attention — 
design-wise — was the kitchen, which is on the opposite 
side of the dining area. “We’re so fortunate that when the 
unit was turned over, it already has the makings of what 
we wanted to achieve — dark wood finishes on plain white 
walls,” recalls Ben. “All we had to do was apply a few coats 
of paint and retouch some areas.” 

Ben was able to stay within the budget for the entire 
design project, including all furniture and appliances. 
Having a specific theme helped him keep to the monetary 
limitations. “One thing about achieving a Nordic vibe 
is that it doesn’t entail much money to refinish your 
interiors,” Ben says. “I just needed to keep it bright white, 
clean, with no frills. The budget was just enough.” 

Considering that Ben did all the designing in a month — 
and did the rest remotely from his home in Bicol — this 
French-Scandinavian home with a tropical twist truly 
rises above the rest. And this theme matches Ben’s design 
mood at the moment: “Fusing the tropical-bohemian vibe 
with the clean lines and muted colors of Nordic influences. 

I like it because I am able to fuse local Filipino flair with 
understated Nordic sensibilities. Think global, love local,” 
the designer beams. RL

“The 
view from up here is interesting because you see things that you 
wouldn’t ever expect to see,” Sergio says of the rooftops and 
their conservatory-type spaces hidden from street view.

G etting rid of his appliances was out of the 
question for Sergio Ines when he relocated 
from Johannesburg to the busy city center 
of Cape Town. So, despite the doll-like 
proportions of his new duplex one-bedroom 
unit, he managed to skillfully and inconspicuously fit his 
six appliances into the miniscule space. 

“I didn’t want to feel like I was living in a small 
space with really small appliances. Everything had to be 
designed around them,” says the advertising agency art 
director of the approximately 68-sqm space he shares with 
his project manager-girlfriend Elzaan van der Merwe. 

Although he works in design at Cape Town agency 99c 
and runs style blog whatmyboyfriendwore.com, Sergio isn’t 
used to laying out interiors, so inevitably, he ran into “some 
issues.” In one instance, the washing machine couldn’t 
fit into its designated slot because when he measured the 
space, he didn’t include an allowance for the plug. So, he 
rewired the plug into the back. 



The couple also worked with a tight budget, so aside 
from drawing up plans, Sergio did some carpentry, too. “I 
designed the kitchen. I gave the specifications to guys who 
built the carcasses. Then, I ordered the doors, the handles, 
and the tops from a special supplier, and then I put up 
all the doors, all the drawers,” Sergio narrates. “That 
was a first for me. I was quite keen to know how it’s done 
because I thought if I can learn to do it in a small space, 
then perhaps in the future, I could learn to do it in a very 
big space.” 

He also designed the plywood storage unit under the 
staircase with slots for his vinyls, wine, and James Jarvis 
vinyl toy collections. To do all of this, Sergio watched 
YouTube videos and asked friends for advice. “It’s 
obvious — not a big deal. As soon as you get it going, it all 
falls into place,” he says. He also credits his contractor, 
Adnaan Habib from Tanabaru Construction, in doing the 
renovations and building most of the woodworks Sergio 
designed in two months.

SUBWAY TILES These white, rectangular 
ceramic tiles were first introduced to the world 
in 1904 when the New York Subway System 
opened. These ceramic tiles were chosen 
because of their durability and resistance 
to stains. The tiles measure 3”x 6 ’ and were 
arranged in a staggered brick-pattern which 
makes for an interesting aesthetic. 

These ceramic tiles can also withstand 
humidity and heat, making them popular for 
kitchen and bathroom use. Subway tiles used 
with dark grout creates a retro look, while 
white grout is best used for clean, modern 
spaces. Aside from kitchen and bathrooms, you 
can also use subway tiles for accent walls in 
living and dining areas, or in a small space to 
help anchor an area.

To save money, leftover pieces from one room were used in 
another. Two leftover parts from the kitchen cupboard doors 
were transferred to the bathroom for the vanity cupboards 
and the medicine cabinet, which Sergio also designed. 

Sergio also used raw concrete for the floor — another 
cost-cutting move — to achieve an “even-but-not-flat gray” 
look that he was after. Fortunately, the apartment faces 
west, so the late afternoon sun that comes in through the 
skylight-style casement windows keeps the floor warm in 
colder months. 

One challenge that Sergio encountered was finding a 
builder who was willing to open up the cramped space next 
to the windows, where some drywall was hiding a dramatic 
architectural detail of slanted steel beams. “The thing that 
I struggled with was trying to find the people to execute the 
ideas. Everyone just wants to do stuff how it normally gets 
done. And they’ve got a thousand reasons why they can’t do 
it the way that you would like it.” 



Sergio had managed a big renovation in Johannesburg and 
had learned what could and could not be done. As a result, he 
said, he didn’t have blue-sky thinking that whatever outlandish 
idea entered his head was achievable. At the same time, he wasn’t 
dissuaded from not doing things he wanted to do that he knew 
could be done. “There’s got to be a way,” he told professionals who 
came to assess the work. Because he was renting an apartment 
nearby and his office was within walking distance, he was able to 
dash back and forth to meet suppliers on site. 

The homeowner checked out a lot of properties before 
settling on this one at the end of 2013. This unit has a desirable 
setup for a split space (with a guest bathroom downstairs), and 
everything he wanted except for a large balcony. This doesn’t 
matter, because he plans on making the small balcony a living 
space anyway by repositioning the bulky air conditioning 
units higher and constructing a bar counter cantilevered off 
the edge of the wall. “This was the only place I walked into, 
and I could see the ideas straight away,” he says. RL

ON A TIGHT BUDGET? INVEST 
IN THESE: 

*A good-quality stove. “This is an 
indispensable appliance. Since this 
is the appliance that you’ll be using 
most often, then one in good quality 
is a wise investment. You need one 
that is well-built with sturdy knobs 
and one that burns evenly.” 

*A capacious oven and sturdy 
stand mixer. “If you love to bake, 
these are essential. You need an 
oven that is large, where the air has 
enough room to circulate, and one 
that distributes heat evenly. A stand 
mixer such as Kitchen Aid is a good 
investment as it efficiently mixes 
batter, which cuts down preparation 
time significantly.” 

GOT EXTRA CASH? THEN ADD 
THESE TO THE LIST: 

*Food processor. “It could puree 
food quickly and smoothly, cutting 
down preparation time versus when 
you do it manually.” 

*Oven toaster. “This is important 
for toasting and heating up food, 
like bread and sandwiches, without 
the need to switch on and preheat 
a regular oven.” 

*Blender or hand-blender. “This 
is important for those who like 
preparing shakes, smoothies, and 
for pureeing soup.” 



*Microwave. “This is very useful 
for quick thawing and quick 
heating.” 

*A spacious refrigerator/freezer. 

If you have a large family or run 
a small food business, extra fridge 
space is absolutely essential. 

SPLURGE ON THESE PIECES: 

*Pots and pans. “Good-quality 
ones are made of stainless steel 
that’s thick all around — bottom 
and sides — so that the pan heats 
up evenly.” 

*Baking sheets and cake pans. 
“Good quality ones are made of 
thick and heavy aluminum and are 
molded seamlessly, meaning, they 
don’t have seams in the corner 
where the batter can leak out. Non- 
stick is okay but not necessary. 
What’s more important is that 
they’re thick and well-made.” 
*Knives. “Good-quality ones are 
made from a single piece of carbon 
steel and are hand-forged. Avoid 
ones that are thin, with insubstantial 
hilts and handles that are covered 
thickly in plastic. It must feel 
comfortable in your hand.” 

*Tongs, colanders, graters, and 
other cooking tools. “I prefer 
stainless steel because it is easy to 
clean, it is more sanitary than plastic, 
and odors don’t cling to steel.”

Some 
ovens run hotter than others, take 
Longer to heat up, have uneven hot 
spots, etc. And to bake properly and 
evenly every time, I need to know 
the nuances of the oven I’m using.” 
*A meat thermometer. “This is 
essential in knowing when the 
roast is cooked to medium or if it 
needs another ten minutes, or if 
I’ve totally overcooked it already. 
You can’t tell unless you cut into it, 
and by that time, it’s too late. And 
of course, the right baking pan for 
whatever it is I’m baking, because 
you can’t use a baking sheet as 
a cake pan and you can’t make 
cupcakes without a cupcake pan.”

*A food processor. “Because when 
time is short, nothing cuts, dices, 
shreds, or grates faster than it does. 
There are food processors that 
also feature blender and mixing 
attachments, so it’s really the 
ultimate multitasking appliance. Plus, 
making flakey crusts for empanadas 
and pastel becomes fast and easy.” 

BUYING IN QUANTITY? 

STOCK UP ON THESE: 

*Bowls and scrapers. “I have three 
silicone spatulas, so obviously 
they’re a must for me. Also, you can 
never have too many mixing bowls 
in many sizes.”

WHAT’S THE EASIEST WAY 
TO ORGANIZE BOTTLES AND 
BAR WARE? 

*“Organize bottles by category 
or classification — rum, gin, vodka, 
tequila, whisky, brandy, liqueurs, 
red and white wine, champagne, 
beers. If you have shelving with 
more than two tiers, arrange your 
bottles according to call brand and 
premium brand. Group glasses 
according to use — for red wine, 
white wine, and champagne.” 

CAN WE SET UP A BAR IN 
A SMALL HOME? 

*Yes, with proper storage. “If the 
bar is just for hosting a small group 
of friends, a one-by-one-meter 
space would do. You will need an 
ergonomically designed bar that 
should have enough cabinets or 
shelves. The back bar should also 
have enough space for all your 
bottles. For a small bar, have a 
maximum of twenty bottles.” 

HOW CAN I CLUTTER-PROOF 
MY BAR? 

*Keep it simple and make a 
cleaning schedule. "Remember 
that this is a home bar — no stress. 
Your main objective when you go 
here is to relax. Check and wipe 
your bottles down once a day, 
clean your bar area once a week, 
and always clean as you go." 



BAR CHECKLIST 

□ Jigger: For measuring liquid. 

□ Bar Spoon: For stirring liquid 
ingredients. 

□ Three-piece Cocktail Shaker: 

For mixing heavy syrups. 

□ Pourer: Placed at the tip of 
bottles to control the flow of liquid. 

□ Ice shovel: “I recommend a 
Rubbermaid brand that is eight 
ounce per scoop.” 

□ Bar Caddy: “This is where you 
place your napkins and straws, as 
well as coasters.” 

□ Muddler: Used to extract Juices 
from fruits and veggies by pressing 
gently. 

□ Citrus Squeezer: Used for Juicing 
lemon, lime, and orange. 

□ Bar Strainer: “To fine strain liquid 
so that pulps and shards of ice will 
not be included in the cocktail.” 

□ Spill-stop Rubber Mat: Placed at 
the counter. 

□ Garnish Caddy: “For sliced fruits 
and vegetables for garnishing.” 

□ Chopping Board and Paring 
Knife: Used to slice fruits and 
vegetables.

WHEN SETTING UP YOUR KITCHEN 



1. When buying kitchen fixtures, DO feel their weight. 
“One good nneasure of quality is the fixture’s weight. 
The heavier, the better. The lower-priced ones are 
light. They won't last long and the nnetal will easily 
corrode. The price might be enticing, but these lower- 
priced faucets are usually made of plastic parts, and 
they definitely will not last long.” 

2. DO try quartz and solid surface for your kitchen 
countertop. “Granite is still widely used, but the trends 
now are quartz and solid surface. Granite is made out 
of natural stone, so it is a porous material. Quartz, on 
the other hand, is man-made. Solid surface is ideal for 
clean kitchens where food preparation doesn’t involve 
heavy cooking. Another advantage of quartz and solid 
surfaces over granite is their consistency. What you 
see on a small swatch is what you’ll get on the 
entire area.” 

3. DON’T use laminates for your kitchen countertop. 
“When laminates are exposed to humidity and 
water, they warp. Solid wood and concrete finishes 
are not ideal as well, but they can be sealed with 
polyurethane to protect the countertop from water 
and other liquids. Meanwhile, solid wood requires 
high maintenance.” 

4. DO use both daylight and warm lighting in the 
kitchen. “A well-lit area is a safety essential in a 
kitchen, so that’s where white light or daylight comes 
in. Warm lighting can be used to create ambiance. 

It can be used for under-cabinet lighting, recessed 
lighting, or pendant lights in a nook.” 

5. DO install backsplash tiles to protect the wall 
or wallpaper from oil splatters and other mess. 
“Material can be ceramic, metal, glass, or stone. The 
design of the backsplash depends on the kitchen’s 
style. Mosaic tiles can be used when you want an 
intricate pattern or design, or if you want to combine 
colors for your kitchen backsplash.”

"Try to design for different markets. Make 
it flexible in a way that the space will be 
appreciated by the older set, but also by 
younger ones.
